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DESCENDANTS  OF  WILLIAM  WINCHE STER 

The  compiler  has  been  unable  to  learn  anything  of  William  Winchester  prior 
to  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  America  in  1729. 

"Winchester  Notes"  by  Mrs.  Funny  Winchester  Hotchkiss  which  traces  the 
Winchesters  in  America  states  that  there  were  three  families  but  that  no  rela¬ 
tionship  could  be  discovered.  My  investigations  confirm  this  statement. 

The  three  families  shown  in  the  "Winchester  Notes"  are: 

1.  The  descendants  of  Edmund,  son  of  John  Winchester,  who  came  to  New 
England  in  1635. 

2.  The  Winchesters  of  Kent  County,  Maryland.  John  Winchester,  the  first 
of  this  branch  to  arrive  in  Amerioa,  landed  about  1647. 

3.  The  descendants  of  William  Winchester  who  arrived  in  America  on 
6  March,  1729. 

1.  WILLI AM  WINCHESTER  was  a  descendant  of  the  Winchesters  of  London  and  Kent, 
England.  He  was  born  in  that  part  of  London  known  as  Westminster  22  December, 

1710.  He  emigrated  to  America,  arriving  at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  6  March,  1729, 
on  the  ship  Hume:  Daniel  Russell,  master;  William  Black  of  London,  owner.  He 
established  himself  in  Baltimore  (as  a  merchant);  and  from  that  time  until  the 
present,  the  Winchester  family  has  been  prominent  in  Baltimore  business, 
political,  and  social  life.  On  the  22  July,  1747,  WILLIAM  WINCHESTER  married 
LYDIA  RICHARDS*  daughter  of  EDWARD  RICHARDS  of  Baltimore  County,  Maryland.  EDWARD 
RICHARDS  died  22  September,  1755,  and  in  his  will  mentions  the  following  children: 
ANNE  m  MORGAN;  SARAH  m  PHIPFEN;  ELIZABETH  m  SEMONS;  RACHEL  m  SICE;  PATIENCE  m 
STORY;  LYDIA  m  WINCHESTER;  MARY  m  CHRISTOPHER  VAUGHN,  who  laid  out  Hemstead, 
Maryland,  in  1786;  sons,  RICHARD,  who  laid  out  Manchester,  Maryland,  in  1790; 
BENJAMIN;  STEPHEN  (or  BENJAMIN  STEPHEN);  DANIEL;  and  MATTHEW.  LYDIA  RICHARDS  was 
born  in  Baltimore  County  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  the  Chaplant  River  4  August,  1727, 

and  died  at  White  Level,  Maryland,  19  February,  1809.  ;  /-  &  -v

The  original  homestead  of  the  Winchester  family  was  called  "White  Level" - a  large 

and  well  improved  estate  first  granted  to  John  White  in  1733,  lying  in  Carroll 
County  (then  Frederick  County)  Maryland.  It  included  the  site  of  the  present  city 
of  Westminster,  Maryland,  County  seat  of  Carroll  County.  Here  WILLIAM  WINCHESTER 
erected  the  original  home  of  "White  Level",  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  (tradition 
says)  in  about  1800.  Another  home  was  erected  on  another  site  nearby  and  it  is  now 
known  as  the  "Old  Winchester  Home",  (near  Westminster).  The  town  of  Westminster 
(originally  a  part  of  the  White  Level  Estate)  was  founded  in  1764  by  WILLIAM 
WINCHESTER,  after  whom  it  was  called  "Winchester"  until  1768,  when  by  an  act  of 
the  Assembly  the  name  was  changed  to  Westminster- -due  to  the  confusion  arising  from 
the  name  of  a  town  Winchester  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia,  immediately  adjoining 
Carroll  (then  Frederick)  County,  Maryland.  WILLIAM  WINCHESTER  owned  much  other 
iand,  and  was  regarded  as  a  man  of  wealth,  greatly  respected  for  his  good  sense  and 
progressive  spirit--of  high  intelligence  and  fine  education. 

WILLIAM  WINCHESTER  served  as  a  member  of  Captain  Norris'  Company  in  the  FRENCH  and 
INDIAN  WAR  in  1757.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  movements  which  led  up  to  the 
Revolution.  At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  Frederick  County  held  at  the 
courthouse  on  13  November,  1774,  a  committee  of  which  WILLIaM  WINCHESTER  was  a 
member  was  appointed  to  represent  the  county  in  carrying  into  execution  the 
"Association"  agreed  upon  by  the  Continental  Congress.  At  a  meeting  of  the  people 
o°  Frederick  County  held  on  24  January,  1775,  William  was  named  on  the  "Committee 
of  Observation"  which  was  appointed  from  among  the  citizenry  with  power  to  carry 
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into  effect  the  "Resolves  of  the  American  Congress  and  the  Provisional  Convention" f 
to  raise  the  county’s  proportion  of  the  amount  (#10,000)  appointed  by  the 
Provisional  Government  to  be  raised  for  the  purchase  of  arms  and  ammunition. 

WILLIAM  WINCHESTER  died  2  September,  1790,  at  his  family  seat,  "White  Level", 
LYDIA  RICHARDS  died  19  February,  1309.  Both  were  buried  in  the  old  church  yard 
at  Westminster,  Maryland,  near  the  church  which  he  had  helped  to  build  and  which 
was  free  to  all  denominations.  Several  letters  written  to  his  sons  are  in  exist¬ 
ence.

KAiHERINE  WINCHESTER  2  ( WI  Hi  am  $1)  born  2  November,  1748;  died  6  October,  1815. 
Married  17  ,  EDWARD  HODGKINS  (some  records  show  this  as  HOTCHKISS  but 

a  letter  from  her  father  to  her  brother  James  indicates  that  it  is  Hodgkins) .  They 
emigrated  to  Kaskaskia,  Illinois,  about  1810  and  had  issue.  Due  to  changes  in 
the  course  of  the  river  the  cemetery  there  has  disappeared.  No  further  truoe  of 
this  branch  has  been  discovered. 

WILLIAM  WINCHESTER  2  (William  ^1)  born  1  December,  1750;  died  in  Baltimore  24 
April,  1812;  interred  in  St.  Paul's  burying  ground,  Baltimore.  Married  30 
October,  1771,  Mary  Parks.  William  was  a  leading  citizen  of  Baltimore,  a 
merchant,  and  a  man  of  wealth.  He  founded  the  union  Bank  in  1804  and  served  as 
its  president  until  the  date  of  his  death.  He  and  his  brothers  James  and  George 
were  officers  in  the  Revolutionary  Army.  As  lieutenant,  William  signed  the 
"Amended  Constitution"  about  1784,  this  being  shown  by  the  Maryland  records  of 
the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati.  William  served  as  a  delegate  to  the  Assembly, 
1794-1795,  and  was  chosen  elector  of  the  senate  for  the  city  in  1795.

JAMES  WINCHESTER  2  (William  #1)  born  at  White  Level,  Maryland,  6  February,  1752; 
died  and  interred  at  Cragfont  near  Gallatin,  Tennessee,  27  July,  1826.  In  1792 
married  Susan  Black  born  in  1777,  probably  in  South  Carolina.  Susan  died  1864. 
Her  mother’s  first  marriage  was  to  Gibson.  Susan  had  two  half  sisters, 

RHODA  and  CYNTHIA  GIBSON,  and  a  half  brother,  ROGER  GIBSON.  Her  brothers  were 
GABRIEL  and  JOHN.  The  Blacks  settled  on  Bledsoe's  Creek  and  tributaries  about 
1786  (Cisoo's  "Historic  Sumner,  p  33).  Susan  is  interred  beside  her  husband, 

JAMES  WINCHESTER  entered  the  Continental  Army  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
His  military  record  as  shown  in  the  government  "Record  of  Officers  IVho  Have 
Served  in  the  United  States  Army"  is  as  follows: 

"Sergeant  Maryland  Battalion  of  the  Flying  Camp  -  July  to  December,  1776. 
"Second  Lieutenant,  2nd  Maryland,  20  February,  1777. 

"Taken  prisoner  at  Staten  Island,  22  August,  1777.

"First  Lieutenant,  2nd  Maryland,  27  May,  1778. 

"Taken  prisoner  at  Charleston,  12  May,  1780. 

"Released  22  Deoember,  1780.

"Retained  in  Maryland  Battalion,  April,  1783. 

"Served  to  15  November,  1785. 

"Service  during  War  of  1612  (details  covered  later  herein) 
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James  Winchester  #4  Continued,  4 

Family  records  state  that  he  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Yorktown  and  the 
surrender  of  Cornwallis.  He  was  an  original  member  of  the  Sooiety  of  Cincinnati. 

In  1784  James  Winchester  and  his  brother  George  migrated  to  Tennessee  and  were 
associated  with  John  Overton,  Andrew  Jackson,  and  others  in  the  purchase  of  land 
where  the  city  of  Memphis  now  stands.  About  1800  James  Winchester  built  a 
mansion,  Cragfont,  near  Gallatin,  Tennessee.  The  stone  was  quarried  in  Sumner 
County  and  the  iron  nails  were  wrought  on  the  place.  The  rafters  were  fastened 
with  wooden  spikes.  The  parlor  walls  were  stuccoed  and  hand  painted.  This  home 
was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  earliest  stone  houses  in  Tennessee.  The  building 
still  stands  although  it  is  now  in  a  poor  state  of  repair.  "Cragfont"  passed 
from  family  ownership  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Winchester. 

In  April,  1787,  James  Winchester  sat  as  a  member  of  the  first  County  Court  of 
Sumner  County.  He  was  also  in  charge  of  the  survey  which  fixed  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  state  of  Tennessee.  He  was  speaker  of  the  first  Senate  of  the 
state  of  Tennessee. 

On  27  March,  1812,  James  Winchester  was  appointed  a  brigadier  general  in  the 
United  States  Army.  Resigned  31  Maroh,  1815. 

After  his  resignation  from  the  army ,  General  Winchester  returned  to  his 
estate  at  "Cragfont"  where  he  died  27  July,  1826. 

For  an  extended  description  of  "The  Life  and  Happenings"  of  James  Winchester, 
see  the  June  and  September,  1915,  numbers  of  the  Tennessee  Historical  Magazine.

"Cragfont"  4  (9)  July,  1794,  while  on  the  way  to  County  Court.  Never  married. 
Member  Society  of  Cincinnati.  The  War  Department  records  show  two  George 
Winchesters,  both  from  Maryland.

1st  Lieutenant,  1  May,  1779. 

Taken  prisoner  at  Charleston,  12  May,  1780.

Retired  1  January,  1783." 

Family  traditions  contain  data  applicable  to  either  of  the  above;  however,  in 
my  opinion  the  first  named  George  is  the  one  whom  we  know.  In  1784  he  and  his 
brother  James  migrated  to  Tennessee.  Signer  in  1784  of  the  "Amended  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati",  In  1810  his  bounty  lands  were  sold 
and  distributed  to  his  heirs. 


RICHARD  WINCHESTER  2  (William  #1)  born  17  April,  1759;  died  at  his  home,  "Vale 
of  Eden"  near  Louisville,  Kentucky,  20  June,  1819.  Married  26  October,  1789. 
Rebecca  Lawrence,  who  was  born  4  July,  1771.  Richard  went  to  Tennessee  in  1784 
to  superintend  the  building  of  a  mill  for  his  brothers  James  and  George.  He 
was  interested  with  them  in  the  purchase  of  land  where  the  city  of  Memphis  now 
stands.  In  1836  his  interests  in  the  Memphis  enterprise  were  sold.  After  his 
marriage,  Richard  settled  on  Little  Pipe  Creek,  Frederick  (now  Carroll)  County, 
Maryland,  where  he  had  a  mill.  In  1800  he  formed  the  firm  of  Winchester,  Howard 
&  Company,  having  moved  to  Fredericksburg,  Virginia.  This  company  failed  in 
1805.  He  moved  to  the  island  of  Otohaita,  near  Frederioksburg,  and  there,  al¬ 
though  in  straightened  circumstances,  maintained  his  family  until  1808,  when  at 
the  invitation  of  his  wife's  father,  Benjamin  Lawrence,  he  went  to  Kentuoky.  He 
started  from  Fredericksburg  with  his  family  on  18  July,  1808,  and  reached  Jef¬ 
ferson  County,  23  August,  1808.  His  father-in-law  presented  him  with  a  farm 
where  he  resided  until  his  death.  Richard's  schooling  was  limited  to  that  re¬ 
ceived  during  a  part  of  one  summer,  but  he  was  considered  a  man  of  good  judgment 
and  wide  information.  He  was  one  of  the  commissioners  to  lay  out  the  turnpike 
between  Louisville  and  Lexington.

They  failed  in  business  on  account  of  the  restrictive 
laws  passed  by  Congress.  Stephen  Winchester  was  a  man  of  considerable  fortune 
and  lived  at  Fredericksburg  in  great  elegance.  He  migrated  to  Tennessee  in

Stephen  was  born  at  "White  Level".  Sarah  died  at  West  Point,  Kentucky,  1  Sep¬ 
tember,  1844,  at  Samuel  Thomas's  and  is  interred  at  the  family  burying  ground.

I  received  yours  of  Nov  21 st  1778  and  it  was  Great  sattisf action  to  the 
family  to  hear  you  Was  Welle  and  hope  you  May  Continue  so.  You  Seem  to  Charge 
us  With  Neglect  of  Writing  to  you,  but  I  Assure  you  the  Charge  is  Groundless, 
as  Wee  Never  Omitt  any  Opportunity  by  Whioh  Wee  have  any  Chance.  You  may 
Depend  that  our  Concern  for  you  is  not  a  Little  Lessened  When  you  inform  us 
that  you  bear  your  Misfortune  With  a  fortitude  that  is  becoming  one  Who  has 
the  Good  of  his  Country  at  Heart,  but  Wfee  are  in  hopes  that  your  Captivity 
Will  soon  Expire  and  Wee  shall  once  more  see  you  settled  at  home  to  your  and 
our  sattisf action ,  as  for  your  Mother  she  is  Well  at  present  but  Never  hears 
your  Name  mentioned  but  tears  Drop  from  her  Eyes;  I  suppose  I  need  not  inform 
you  of  her  Anxiety  for  your  Wellfare.  She  Remembers  you  often  With  Much 
Parental  Love.  I  must  Leave  the  Scene  of  Sorrow  and  Write  of  other  Matters. 

Your  saying  that  an  Exchange  of  prisoners  Was  often  talked  of  Among  you.  it 
has  been  as  frequently  Discoursed  of  here,  but  as  that  Period  is  not  yet  Arrived 
you  and  Wee  must  Wait  With  patience  till  it  Does.  I  have  been  fortunate  Enough 
to  Procure  an  Order  or  Draft  with  Mr  James  Laughton  of  New  York  to  Supply  you 
with  Cash  to  the  Amount  of  15  Guineas  part  of  the  above  Draft  together  With  his 
best  Compliments  to  you  hoping  you  may  Receive  the  Benefitt  of  the  Draft  and 
ere  long  to  See  you  at  Home-- 

Mr  John  Loisson  (?)  and  Edward  Lamb  are  Well  and  Joyne  in  theie  Compliments 
to  you.  Vour  Brother  William  and  family  is  Well  and  send  you  letter  by  this 
Opportunity.  I  Expect  this  Letter  Will  pass  thro  your  Brother  Georges  Hand 
Who  I  hope  Will  forward  it  to  you.  the  Same  Week  I  Received  your  Letter  I 
Received  one  from  George  Who  informs  he  Was  Well.  Wee  are  not  a  Little 
surprised  that  George  does  not  hear  from  you  offtener  that  by  His  Meens  Wee 
Might  hear  How  you  are. I  shall  now  Conolude  With  My  Prayers  to  God  to  have  you 
in  his  Keeping  then  Whether  in  Bondage  or  free  life  or  Death  all  will  be  Well.

Compiler’s  Note: 

Neddy  Hodgkiss  or  Hodgkins  was  evidently  the  Edward  who  married  Katherine, 
the  oldest  sister  of  James.  She  was  about  30  at  this  time. 

Mrs  McKee  mentioned  in  this  and  later  letters  I  cannot  place. 

Note  also  that  on  November  21st,  1778,  James  Winchester  was  atill  a  prisoner 
of  War.  The  War  Department  statement  of  service  under  James  Winchester  ft 4 
leaves  this  date  blank.  Mrs  Person  in  her  letter  states  "that  he  was  a  prisoner 
in  New  York  harbor  for  four  years".  This  is  an  error  as  he  had  been  exchanged 
prior  to  1780,  when  he  was  again  captured  at  Charleston.

My  Son  James. 

We  have  Received  yours  of  December  and  February  7  Last  and  Observed  the 
Content,  and  this  Day  Received  yours  of  the  26th  of  May  Last,  therein  you 
Observe  that  you  have  not  Received  a  Line  from  us  since  Last  fall-you  may  be 
sure  that  Wee  Omitt  no  opportunity  that  Offers  for  that  purpose,  but  you  may 
Depend  that  they  are  very  Rare,  our  Situation  is  such,  that  an  Oppertunity  of 
a  Conveyance  Scarcely  ever  Happens- 

Your  old  friend  Poet—  Coehkran  is  gone  to  Reside  in  Philadelphia  and 
Fromised  us  to  forward  any  Letters  that  may  Come  to  him  from  us  Directed  to 
you--With  all  Convenient  Speed  and  the  same  from  you  to  us--and  it  is  by  favour 
of  him  Wee  expect  you  will  Receive  this-- 

In  your  Last  you  observed  you  had  not  heard  anything  of  George  for  a  twelve 
month  past--I  cant  help  being  surprised  that  such  Seeming  Cold  Subsist  between 
two  brothers--Situated  as  you  'Then,  for  I  never  Apprehended  but  that  a  family 
Intercourse  might  have  been  Kept  up  between  you.  Without  any  Infringement  of 
your  Politicall  Situation. 

George  oalled  on  us  on  his  March  to  Charleston  in  Company  with  Coll  Gist 
about  the  3rd  of  February  Last  and  stay’d  with  us  till  the  6th  of  Said  month, 
a  very  short  visit  for  one  Who  has  been  so  long  Absent-  he  was  then  Well  and 
in  high  Spirits-I  have  since  Received  two  Sundry  Letters  from  him  the  last  was 
dated  at  Charleston  where  he  arrived  the  6th  of  April,  Well.  I  have  had  no  acct 
from  him  since-but  as  Charleston  is  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  if  he  is 
Alive  I  expect  he  is  a  prisoner  also-these  are  hard  lines  for  us  in  Our  Old  age- 
he  went  With  Coll  Nathaniel  Gist.  With  the  Virginia  Troops  in  the  Quality  of  a 
Lewt .  by  his  Commission  he  Rankt.  as  such  since  May,  1779-  (This  confirms  the 
author's  opinion  that  the  first  military  record  shown  under  George  jf 6  applied 
to  our  George).  Uy  Son,  Misfortune  by  frequency  Make  themselves  familiar  and 
Consequently  Born  With  Less  Repining  though  our  time  of  Life  Renders  us  more 
Susceptible  and  Impatient  under  them  than  We  should  be  if  not  so  Farr  advancea- 
It  gives  no  great  Uneasiness  to  hear  that  you  are  Likely  to  Suffer  for  ,/ant  of 
a  proper  Support  (Suitable  to  your  Character)  from  those  that  ought  In  Gratitude 
to  give  you  no  Just  Cause  of  Complaint-- 

However  I  have  been  informed  that  the  Relief  you  stand  in  need  of  is  pur¬ 
chased  in  Baltimore  And  was  putting  aboard  a  vessel  bound  to  N  York  With  flagg- 
by  which  I  intended  to  send  a  Line  to  you  and  had  actually  rote-but  the 
Vessel  by  some  accident  not  Proceeding  on  her  Intended  Voyage  and  this  Opper¬ 
tunity  offering  I  Willingly  Embrace  it-You  may  Depend  on  hearing  from  us  pr. 

the  flagg-Ear ly  in  the  year  1779  or  I  think  in  the  fall  of  1778  our  Good  irien^ 

Capt . Ashburner  Drew  a  Draft  on  Mr  James  Langton  of  Baltimore  and  as  you  have 

never  mentioned  the  Receipt  or  (?)  protest  (?)  Wee  are  apprehensive  it  must 

have  misearried-You  would  do  Well  to  inquire  into  the  affair  and  inform  us  how 
it  stands  at  the  first  opportunity-As  for  Mrs  McKees  she  actually  set  out  for 
N  Y.  With  a  great  deal  of  Parade  (?)  &  proceeded  as  far  as  Lancaster  but  meeting 
with  some  Disagreement  there  Relating  to  her  Admission  into  York  returned  back 
and  has  since  that  added  one  to  the  family-

Dear  Brother 

IVe  have  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  your  two  letters  of  the  13th  and  20th 
of  Nov.,  the  former  gave  us  the  first  information  oonoerning  our  son  Marous 
since  he  left  Nashville,  and  being  then  in  a  bad  state  of  health,  we  were  very 
uneasy  on  his  account,  fearing  he  might  be  laid  up  on  the  way  and  unable  to 
write  to  us.  We  have  rec'd  a  letter  from  him  dated  from  Louisville  the  27th 
of  November,  where  he  had  been  nine  days  waiting  for  a  passage,  at  length  got 
on  board  the  S  B  Tennessee  and  was  to  depart  the  day  he  wrote  to  me,  the 
rivers  being  high,  he  probably  reached  Memphis  in  four  or  five  days  after  his 
departure  from  Louisville.  I  am  told  by  some  of  my  family  that  Marcus 
entertains  apprehensions  of  a  breast  complaint.  I  trust  his  fears  are  ground¬ 
less,  at  any  rate  he  cannot  have  inherited  a  predisposition  to  such  a  complaint, 
for  though  several  of  our  late  brother  William’s  family  (died)  of  a  consumption, 
the  predisposing  cause  must  have  come  from  the  female  side  of  the  house.  The 
old  stock  of  the  Winchesters  were  remarkable  for  large  round  chests  and  sound 
lungs  and  so  is  our  Mother’s  family.  I  have  long  thought  it  a  disadvantage  to 
go  to  sohool  in  large  oities  where  there  is  not  room  to  exeroise  as  much  as  is 
necessary  to  form  robust  constitutions  and  where  manual  labor  is  not  practised. 
The  Athletic  games  should  be  encouraged,  particularly  those  which  require 
great  exertion  of  the  hands  and  arms.  All  kinds  of  ball  plays  are  advantages 
to  persons  while  growing;  they  require  great  exertions  of  the  hands  and  arms  as 
well  as  the  feet.  It  would  be  well  if  all  seminaries  for  the  education  of  youth 
(were)  to  have  capacious  parks  for  the  boys  to  exercise  in  where  they  could  play 
Bandy,  Wicket,  townball,  long  bullets,  etc.  Swimming  and  horsemanship  should 
be  taught  and  practised.  Our  father  thought  nothing  of  these  things  and  our 
poor  untaught  Mother  absolutely  forbid  them.  I  am  so  far  blessed  with  a 
healthy  family,  and  my  daughters  as  well  as  sons  make  reasonable  progress  at 
sohool,  but  I  will  not  boast.  They-all  that  are  large  enough  to  know  anything 
about  you-ask  me  to  present  their  respects  to  their  Uncle  David.  My  daughters 
Caroline  and  Almira  are  to  spend  this  winter  in  New  Orleans  to  finish  their 


education.

Affidavit  of  Susan  Winchester

On  this  third  day  of  November,  A  D  1851  personally  appeared 

before  the  Worshipful  County  Court  of  said  County,  Susan  Winchester,  a  resident 

in  the  County  and  State  aforesaid,  aged  seventy -five  years;  states  on  oath  that 
she  is  widow  of  James  Winchester,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  that  he  was  com¬ 
missioned  a  Lieutenant  on  the  27th  day  of  May  1778  in  the  3rd  Maryland  Regiment, 
was  promoted  Captain  later.  He  was  seven  years  in  the  service  and  left  the  Army 
at  its  dissolution.  He  was  a  native  of  Maryland,  born  Feb.  6,  1752,  died  in 
Sumner  Co.,  Tenn.,  July  29,  1826.  She  was  married  to  said  James  Winchester  in 
early  spring  of  1792,  first  child  born  May  14,  1793.

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ANCESTOR'S  SERVICE  by  Mrs  Richard  J  Person 


My  ancestor's  servioe  in  assisting  in  the  establishment  of  American  independence 
during  the  War  of  the  Revolution  was  as  follows: 

"James  Winchester  of  Westminster  the  family  seat  in  Carroll  County, 
Maryland,  entered  the  servioe  of  his  country  when  only  24  years  of  age.  He 
served  as  private  in  Colonel  Gist's  Regiment  of  the  Maryland  Line,  May  27, 

1778,  and  was  steadily  promoted  for  bravery  on  the  field,  being  commissioned 
Lieutenant  and  was  finally  made  Captain.  He  was  with  the  five  companies  of 
‘Smallwood's  battalion  under  Lord  Sterling  who  held  the  British  in  check  while 
regiment  with  the  Delaware  troops  made  good  their  escape  across  Gowan's  creek 
and  march  before  Washington's  retreat  from  Long  Island.  Only  nine  of  this 
little  band  escaped.  The  rest  were  killed  or  captured.  He  was  badly  wounded 
and  taken  prisoner  with  Lord  Sterling.  Washington  witnessing  the  bravery  of 
these  men  against  fearful  odds,  wrung  his  hands  in  agony,  exclaiming  'Good  God, 
what  brave  fellows  I  must  this  day  lose  I

"After  confinement  on  Long  Island  and  on  prison  ships  off  New  York  harbor, 
he  was  exchanged  and  served  under  General  Greene  in  the  south  until  the  end  of 
the  struggle*.  He  was  present  at  Cowpens,  Guilford  Court  House,  Hob  Kins  Hill, 
Eutaw  Springs,  and  all  the  engagements  which  marked  that  eventful  period.  He 
was  also  present  at  the  seige  of  Yorktown  and  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis. 
Returning  to  the  period  of  his  captivity,  I  cite  the  following  from  Staffell, 
p  321,  'if  there  is  any  class  of  patriots  more  deserving  of  gratitude  than 
another,  it  is  those  captives  who  dwelt  in  dungeons  for  their  country's  sake. 
Their  names  should  be  quickly  snatched  from  the  verge  of  oblivion  and 
inscribed  in  letters  of  Gold  upon  the  earliest  monument  ever  erected  to 
perpetuate  the  memory  of  a  nation's  birth.'  See  Keating's  History  of  Memphis, 
p  149. 

"Two  letters  now  in  the  possession  of  the  family  written  by  his  father 
William  Winchester  attest  the  verity  of  the  above  and  bear  witness  to  the 
patriotism  of  father  and  son  and  to  their  loyalty  to  the  American  cause.  (See 
Appendix  pps  I-III). 

"When  the  war  ended,  he  settled  in  what  is  now  known  as  Sumner  County, 
Tennessee.  Here  he  established  and  beautified  his  magnificent  country  seat, 
Cragfont,  so  long  the  pride  of  the  family  and  historic  as  the  home  of  General 
James  Winchester. 

"He  was  commissioned  Brigadier  General  in  the  War  of  1812  and  was  at  one 
time  commander-in-chief  of  the  northwestern  army.  He  was  again  taken  prisoner 
by  the  British  and  held  this  time  at  Quebec,  where  his  son,  a  beardless  youth, 
shared  his  captivity. 

"He  was  one  of  the  fathers  and  founders  of  Tennessee  and  was  Speaker  of 
the  first  Senate  of  Tennessee.  His  death  occurred  at  Cragfont  on  26  July,  1826.
